In Class IV excellent work has been very generally done in Composition 
Geography! Li.'eLarc, History, and also in the different (Old TefCj) 
Bible Lessons. In Everyday Morals, Question 1 was fully and very generally 
well answered, but Questions 3 and 4 were evidently found more difficult 
and only occasionally were really well treated. English Grammar was very 
fairly done, the weak answers being those to Question 3 and the Parsine 
and Analysis. Arithmetic was better done, the answers being more generally 
accurate. Questions 3 and 4 being the least satisfactory. Euclid was 
decidedly better, the proofs, as may naturally be expected, being the weak 
point, but those sent up showed some evidence of reasoning power and 
were not mere efforts of memory. Algebra was not so satisfactory’ few 
papers being worked fully and accurately. 

Class III. Bible Lessons, History, Natural History, were generally 
excellent, the subjects being well prepared and accurately remembered 
French History being slightly below the general excellence. ' Question 1 in 
Everyday Morals was very well answered, but Question 3 only seldom 
treated satisfactorily. In English Grammar the use of shall and' will was

Examination 55. Report. 

I have pleasure in again being able to report that the results of the 
examination shows that a very creditable number of subjects must have 
received careful, diligent and regular study during the term’s preparation. 
An analysis of the marks awarded shows that about 30% have been given 
Excellent ; about 32% are marked Good or Fairly Good, and only about 
4% of the papers were found unsatisfactory. This must be considered a 
very satisfactory general result. 

The weakest point in all classes is Parsing and Analysis in English 
Grammar. This very general weakness is even more strongly marked than 
in previous years, and would seem to suggest that this difficult subject to 
teach successfully to young students hardly receives its due share of attention 
as compared with other and more interesting lessons.

The results are on the 
whole satisfactory, but there still appears to be difficulty in carrying out 
the full programmes of study. Some Schools have sent up especially good 
work in Classes II.

The House o 
Education does not train nursery governesses. 

The interest felt in the House of Education is widespread, and it is not 
possible to supply the demand for governesses trained here. Earnest and 
well-bred women who are looking out for good work are invited to offer 
themselves for training. The need of devoted co-workers in their labour of 
love is grievously felt by mothers, especially by some of those of the upp er 
classes whose engagements press heavilyTupon them.

Report upon the Examination of Second Year Students . 

Three papers were set, on Psychology, Method and the History of 
Education, respectively. The papers were well done, but the Method and 
History were better done than the Psychology. In the Psychology the 
marks ranged from 65 to 34, full marks being 100. In the paper on Method 
they ranged from 73 to 36 ; in the History paper from 77 to 31. In the 
Psychology paper, the best answer was given to the question, “ What is 
meant by attention, and what are the best means of securing it ? The 
least well answered was the seventh, “ What are Herbart's * Five Steps/ in 
the imparting of knowledge, and what is the psychological principle which 
underlies them ? In the paper on Method the question best answered was 
that on the teaching of Geography. That on the Kindergarten system was 
also well answered. The question on the Heuristic method received no 
answers at all. This is so far satisfactory because, by most of the Science 
eachers, with whom I am acquainted, the system is universally condemned.

Report on the Nature Note Books.

I have to report upon 22 books received from 20 students. Of these 
12 are placed in the first class ; and 8 in the second. This latter class is 
rather larger than last year. The work of most of the students was very 
good ; and there is little difference between the first half-dozen on the List. 

By way of criticism, I would remark, that the observations are too 
often slight and superficial ; and there is not sufficient continuous observation. 
If, for example, a particular tree is to be studied, I would suggest that 
drawings of its twigs be made in each of the four seasons ; and that these 
seasonal drawings be brought together on one page. A date under each 
would at once give the reference to the observation in the Note Book.

For the Midsummer 
examination the work is not sent up, but the parents send up their report.

Church History and Bible Lessons.— The work of Classes I. and II. is 
almost invariably pleasing, and the historical matter to be narrated in all 
classes is generally excellent. The lessons to be learnt, and the more difficult 
questions of Classes III. and IV., involving thought, are less satisfactory, 
e.g. t Questions 2 and 3, Old Testament, and Question 3, New Testament, of 
Class IV. 


Every-day morals of Classes III. and IV. were too frequently loosely 
discussed, away from the limits given in the question, and answers generally 
not of much value. The attempts to distinguish facts from opinions were 
not very successful, being found difficult to express clearly. 


English Grammar. — Parsing and analysis is still the weak point in this 
subject. There were, however, fewer hopelessly confused attempts, and 
there was evidence of sound methods of teaching. The answers to the other 
questions were generally more satisfactory, the difficult ones being Question 
2 Class II., Question 3 Class III., and Questions 2 and 3 Class IV.

Parsing and Analysis being almost invariably a difficulty whilst the other 
grammatical questions are fairly well done, but fewer students gam full 
marks in this subject than in any other. 

The Arithmetic of Class IV. was disappointing. Question 2 was 
scarcely ever answered in the very practical and useful way suggested by the 
question, and the very useful every-day mental calculations, Question 3, 
wHh, havp rpppivpd the attention their practical utility demands. 


The proofs also of the problems in Euclid were inconclusive when not 
actually wrong, and the methods of Construction in Practical Geometry were 
frequently omitted. There were, however, some very good papers in this 
subject. 


The Arithmetic of Class III. was very fair ; but Questions 3, set for both 
the Class and beginners, were seldom done correctly. The point tested by 
the question that before division there must be a common unit was not 
understood by the children, and almost all were at a loss how to proceed. 

The other subjects do not call for any special comment, all showing 
careful preparation.

years and in some cases excellent work has been sent up — probably the best

The Hips, Winter Cherry and Holly were almost uniformly good Th 
were for the most part worked full size and gave the character S , J 
Tlie Dogs along with many failures, showed a large „„ mber „ e 4lt, 
drawings from Class I. Of the Robinson Crusoe some were »e“ "“d 
,1 ustrafons .but m the Krng John drawings there was very little to fZ 
pleasure in the drama or conception of its action. The hill, mountain, and 
tree subject was a very difficult one, and no high marks could be given for any 
drawings. The man sweeping was also a difficulty, but marks were given to 
any work showing either some natural action or an out-of-doors atmosphere 
in the colouring. Of the very few 4th Class drawings the Corners 
illustrations were interesting, but those of the Child eating were without any 
imagination of the action taking place in really a probable manner. The 
accessories were too small, generally. 

The squared paper is almost given up, but it is still a pity the small 
scholars are given ruled instead of plain paper for drawing and painting on. 
On the other hand water-colour paper is hardly needed, cartridge paper being 
sufficiently good for almost all work. There was too much uncoloured 
pencil work. The use of colour is always expected in examination work.

It fairly 
covers the principles of, and suggests good methods for, the physical, moral, 
mental, and religious training of children ; and includes the knowledge 
necessary to give them their first inspiring ideas about the natural world. 

Much of the matter is familiar ; but it is one thing to read a 
work carelessly, and quite another to study it definitely with a view 
to examination. 

The year's work may be done by reading at the rate of about 100 pages 
a week for ten months. The order of this reading is left to the student. 

The work of the two succeeding years gradually increases in difficulty 
but is never very stiff. 

The examinations fall twice a year — in the first week in Jane and the 
first week in December ; examination papers will then be sent to the students. 

The final examination on Human Physiology and Hygiene is for the 
diploma of the National Health Society .

The first half of each of the works set for study in a given year will be 
taken up in the first examination for that year.
